Commisson approves water system deal 


by Marvin MeiLwain, Editor 


The Coffee County Commis 
sion’s Monday meeting was almost 
a record setter, Commissioners took 
less than 
busines 


10 minutes to conduct 
‘xcept for the signing of 
bills, and it took a little doing to get 
a quorum to stray long enough to 
do that! 

Attorney Dick Whittaker 
appeared before the commissioners 
to obtain their permission for the 
merger of two of the county’s water 
systems with the City of Enter 
prise’s system 

He told commissioners that the 
boards of Goodman and Bethany 
water authorities had reached an 
agreement with the City of Enter- 
prise, and all the appropriate docu- 
mentation had been signed by all 
parties, 

“Because Goodman and Bethany 
are in the jurisdiction limits of the 
county, itis a legal requirement that 
We get prior approval by the com- 
mission, And that is why we’re here 
today.” said Whittaker 

Whittaker pointed out that the 
Goodman Water Board had amend- 
ed their Certificate of Incorpora- 
tion, and the first order of business 
would be to approve or disapprove 
that amendment 

The amendment dealt with mone- 
tary compensation for board mem- 
bers for their service on the board, 

The revision allows that each 


member of the board be compensat 
ed at the rate of $50 per meeting 
attended with a maximum annual 
payment of $800, and the chairman 
of the board being compensated 
$50 per meeting attended with a 
maximum of $1,500 annually 

“They have been serving without 
compensation for all these years 
and before it is transferred they 
wanted there to be some compensa 
tion, and this will provide them the 
ability to do that,” said Whittaker 

The compensation will be based 
on the number of years the present 
board members and chairman have 
served, A 

During the discussion of this 
action, it was pointed out that this 
action was done in accordance with 
Alabama Law, and it had been 
made known to all members of the 
water authority via public notice 
and meeting. 

It was also pointed out by Whit- 
taker and Dale Marsh, attorney rep- 
resenting the Goodman Water 
Authority, that these monies would 
come from the assets of the authori- 
ty and not from county funds. It 
was also stated that this would be 
done before the final transition of 
the authority to the Enterprise sys- 
tem. 

The amendment to the Goodman 


Water Authority's Certificate of 


Incorporation was approved by a 
vote of 6-0-1 with commissioner 
Robert Stephens abstaining.

He noted that other members of 
water authorities throughout the 
county were serving and had served 
Without compensation 

The merger of the Goodman and 
Bethany water systems with the 
Enterprise system was unanimously 
approved by the commission 

Under the heading of old busi 
ness, commissioners awarded the 
bid for supplying traffic signs to the 
county highway department to Traf 
fic Signs of Jacksonville, Fla. The 
company was low bidder at 
$6,548.20. 

The annual bid for assisted haul- 
ing remained tabled until the coun- 
ty engineer can further study the 
bids received. Body capacities 
quoted in the bids needed more 
clarification or rather verification 

Commissioners rejected (after 
bringing it off the table) the lone 
bid of $11,400 (annually) for the 
lawn care of the new Enterprise 
Courthouse and elected to review 
the specs in the bid request before 
letting it out for bidding. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
requested a resolution from the 
commission initializing a federal 
aid resurfacing project for Co. Rd. 
321 from Co. Rd. 306 to Co. Rd. 
326. He noted that this had been 
done more than two years ago and 
these type resolutions are good for 
only two years. Commissioners 
concurred with Tindell’s request.

Reportedly, Opp police were dis- 
patched to the Childre Trailer Park 
at about 5:30 a.m, and discovered a 
man (McBride) lying in the road- 
way with a fatal gunshot wound to 
the chest.

By the time this gets off the printing press and into the hands of our 
readers, the 1999 amendments election, and the accompanying 
debates, will be over for now. That doesn't mean all is quite on the 
political front as the simmering debate over how to replace the 
annual $100 million of state tax monies lost in that court decision 
last year will become the squeaking wheel which gets the attention, 
Expect to see a special legislative session called to deal with this 
problem... oh we think it will be about the first part of November. 
The political talk coming out of Montgomery indicates a two level 
solution to this shortage of government operating money. Due to 
the urgency of needing $100 million right now, the legislature may 
pass one or more stop-gap measures to keep the state afloat and 
then work on the long range solution under somewhat less pressure. 
The talk continues to be about passing a “fair” and/or “equitable” 
tax, it remains to be seen how each individual lawmaker defines the 
word fair and equitable. 


The City of Elba continues to sell the houses acquired in the 
FEMA flood buy-out in recent months. Buyers are finding some 
prizes, a truth which is spreading throughout the area fast. Sealed 
bids prices for these houses, to be moved, continue to be higher 
than expected as potential owners compare the cost of these proper- 
ties (many beautifully remodeled) to the cost of building new 
homes. 


The struggle to get funding for the major levee upgrade continues, 
almost daily. At the same time city officials are working to secure 
flood protection for those outside the levee. The recent national 
Guard work on Martin Luther King Drive is an example. Another 
example is the recent quarter million dollar grant approval which 
includes considerable drainage work in the same area of MLK. 
Then last week Alabama Emergency Management Agency and 
FEMA staff members were in town doing the ground work for a 
grant to do additional work in Beaver Dam Creek and Moore's 
Creek - thus helping those on the South side of town who are out- 
side the protection of the levee. We salute these efforts by all con- 
cerned.

I liked Mart’s editorial because i!

I was taken 
aback by Rev. Dye’s letter because 
it gave the impression that I could 
not be a Christian and vote “YES” 
on the lottery amendment 

Whether | am a Christian or not is 
between God and myself and no 
one else 

I guess the thing about Rey 
Dye’s letter that is most disturbing 
is the use of short passages from 
the Bible to “prove” a point. It is 
very difficult to find a few words in 
the Holy Scripture that will prove 
one point or another, Just as Jesus’s 
life and mission on this earth 
should not be judged by one inci 
dence, so it is well nigh impossible 
to pet a complete message across 
with a short passage taken out of 
context 

For instance, the quoted passage 
in Romans 3:4 “...Let God be true 
and every man a liar” is certainly 
incomplete as to meaning. In this 
chapter, Paul is talking about the 
Jews and their advantage, the value 
of circumcision and that God had 
entrusted them with His oracles. 
Versus 3 and 4 should be read in 
their entirety to get any sort of 
meaning: “What if some of them 
were unfaithful? Will their faith- 
lessness cancel the faithfulness of 
God? Certainly not! God must be 
true though all men be proved liars; 
for we read in scripture, ‘When you 
speak you will be vindicated; when 
you are accused, you will win the 
case.’ I don’t know what this has 
to do with the lottery but it seems 
clear that Paul did not have this 
issue in mind. 

One other example: The quote 
from Philippians 2:2 is again too 
narrow, in my estimation. Paul was 
concerned about possible factions 
in the congregation in the church in 
Philippi and was exhorting them to 
act in a community spirit. I won't 
quote the entire passage but again 
the purpose of the letter was to pro- 
mote a harmonious spirit in the 
congregation in support of the 
church and taking it out of context 
for some other narrow purpose is 
misleading at best. An important 
addition to this quote would have 
been verses 12 and 13 of the same 
letter: “So you too, my friends, 
must be obedient, as always; even 
more, now that I am absent, than 
when I was with you. You must 
work out your own salvation in fear 
and trembling; for it is God who 
works in you, inspiring both the 
will and the deed, for his own cho- 
sen purpose.” 

Rey. Dye does not seem to feel 
that debate and dialogue has much 
place in God’s Church. We have 
the understanding we have today 
only through millions of faithful 
Christians prayerfully debating and 
challenging the meaning of the 
recorded word of God over thou- 
sands of years.

How many children have to die 
or be injured for people to realize 
that car seats and seat belts save 
lives? It’s a shame that we are near- 
ing the year 2000 and so many peo- 
ple still have their children riding 
in their laps while they drive as 
well as have them all over the car 
instead of buckled into a safety belt 
and/or seat. As a Paramedic I see 
more | guess than the average per- 
son, It just infuriates me to know 
that so many children’s lives are 
being gambled with, In 1996, 62% 
of all motor vehicle occupants 0-14 
years old who were killed in fatal 
crashes were unrestrained. Child 
safety seats reduce the risk of fatal 
injury by 69% for infants younger 
than | year old and by 47% for tod 
dlers 1-4 years old, Many children 
ride in safety seats that are not 
properly secured, One survey of 
nearly 6,000 children tound that 
only 21% of children in satety seats 
were properly restrained, The laws 
ol phy sics tell us that kinetic ener 
vy is energy of motion, So that the 
faster the car moves, the energy of 
motion increases four times, If the 
carts speed triples from 20 to 60 
mph, the energy of motion increas- 
es four times. This can make a 
child or an adult like a human mis- 
sile that will not stop until acted 
upon by an outside force such as a 
tree 

An adult can make his or her 
own decisions about a seat belt, 
although chances of death increase 
25 times by ejection from the car 
without one on, | have been known 
to forget from time to time but I 
have never had my 2-year-old not 
buckled into his car seat, As a mat- 
ter of fact by getting into the habit 
of having him buckled up makes 
me remember to do so or he 
reminds me to do so. Yes, children 
and adults have been killed even 
though they were wearing their 
safety belt but they are very lew 
and would have 9 times out of 10 
have been killed anyway.

This is why 
children under 13 should ride 
where there is no air bag. Not to 
mention that if this man hit some- 
thing the baby takes the impact of 
the crash plus her father’s weight.

ELBA TIGERS SNAP LOSING STREAK WITH BIG WIN 


rhe Elba Tigers put an end to their six-game losing streak Friday night 
and chalked up win #1 of the ‘99 season by posting an impressive 25-16 
win over the Straughn Tigers, Straughn had defeated Elba 6-3 last season, 
in Elba, and were favored to keep Elba winless this year, However, Elba 
played with much more confidence on both sides of the ball in the second 
half and dominated the action to pull away and claim the win, It was one 
the players, coaches and fans needed badly! 

The Elba offense was balanced in the win, with eight different backs 
combining to run for 243 yards on 44 carries, and three different receivers 
pulling in a total of five passes for 122 yards. The 365 yards in offense was 
the season-high for the Tigers, and proved to everyone in attendance that 
Elba did have some speed in the backfield and also had a quarterback that 
could be effective both running and passing. The key to the yardage and 
the point production against Straughn had to be the improvement in the 
offensive line. It is true that the line got pushed around at times, but the 
Tiger linemen battled throughout the game and buckled down and made 
the big blocks several times on key third and fourth down conversions. The 
Elba offense had appeared to be almost non-existent at times this season. 
However, Friday night showed it could move the football and put points on 
the scoreboard. 

The Elba defense gave up touchdowns on two of Straughn’s first four 
possessions, but after that took charge and over the next seven possessions 
limited the speedy Straughn backs to a total of only 53 total yards in 
offense. The defense hurt itself with a couple of major distance penalties, 
but on its final two defensive series rose up and turned back Straughn scor- 
ing threats at the Elba 7-yardline and 21-yardline. The defense made 
adjustments to Straughn’s offensive schemes and finally looked aggressive 
in putting the pads on the Straughn running backs. Juniors Sammy Hill, 
Tony Burks and Brandon Salter combined for 17 tackles and 5 assists, 
while sophomore Josh Moultry had 6 stops and 2 assists. If the Elba 
defense can stay aggressive, and at the same time cut back on some of its 
penalties, it could still turn into a hard hitting unit that can make the big 
play. 

| know a win over a 2A opponent like Straughn isn’t any reason to get 
overly-excited, but Straughn beat Elba last year in Elba, and after starting 
off the season 0-5, the Tigers needed a win badly, no matter the level of 
competition.

Second half rally lifts Elba to 
big 25-16 win over Straughn

The Elba Tigers combined a bal- 
anced offensive attack with a gutty 
defensive performance Friday night 
to post an impressive 25-16 win 
over the Straughn Tigers, in 
Straughn. 

The win improved Elba’s record 
to 1-5, while Straughn slipped to 3- 
4 with the loss. 

Elba kicked off to open the 
game, but got the ball back on the 
third play from scrimmage when 
Derrick Brooks pounced on a fum- 
ble at midfield, and immediately set 
sails for the endzone as the Tigers 
drove 50 yards in six plays to grab 
the early lead. 

A 25-yard pass from Bradley 
Bowers to Josh Lawford was a key 
play in the scoring march, while the 
touchdown came on fourth down 
and 10, when Bowers dumped a 
screen pass to Jep Dubose, and 
Dubose followed a wall of blockers 
25 yards into the endzone for the 
first score of the night.

Straughn putting the ball in play at 
its own 39-yardline midway 
through the opening stanza. 

Straughn’s Derrick Florence 
gained 31 yards on four carries and 
Bret Page added 19 yards on one 
carry as the hometown Tigers head- 
ed toward the endzone, while the 
touchdown came on a one-yard 
blast by Jason Walden. Florence ran 
in for the two-point conversion to 
put Straughn ahead 8-6 with 2:47 
still remaining in the first quarter. 

Straughn’s Derrick Florence 
returned an Elba punt 23 yards to 
the Elba 25-yardline late in the first 
quarter, and this time it took 
Straughn only four plays to get 
back into the endzone. Florence, a 
freshman, did all the damage for 
Straughn as he gained 29 yards on 
two carries and got the score on a 
14-yard dash.

Bradley Bowers sparked the 
scoring drive with a 12-yard run 
and two pass completions to Tim 
Ware that combined for 38 yards, 
while the score came on a 15-yard 
sweep by Tony Burks. A two-point 
try failed, but Elba had cut the 
Straughn lead to 14-12 with 2:40 
remaining in the half. 

Elba failed to move the chains on 
its first possession of the second 
half, but got the ball back at the 
Straughn 35-yardline on a fumble 
recovery by Josh Moultry, and 
promptly marched 35 yards in five 
plays to regain the lead! 

A 15-yard run by Tony Burks got 
the scoring drive off to a fast start, 
and it was Burks that scored the 
touchdown when he raced around 
the left end from 13 yards out on 
fourth down and two. A two-point 
try failed, but Elba was back on top 
18-14 with 7:22 remaining in the 
third quarter, 

Elba’s offense appeared ready to 
add to its lead on its next posses- 
sion, and behind the running of 
Tony Burks and Michael Sams 
drove 40 yards in nine running 
plays to reach a first down at the 
Straughn 36-yardline. A fumble 
killed the Elba scoring threat; how- 
ever, and at the end of the third 
quarter Elba was still on top 18-14. 

Elba put the ball in play at its 
own 24-yardline to open the fourth 
quarter and took command of the 
game by driving 76 yards in only 
five plays to reach the endzone. 

A 34-yard pass from Bradley 
Bowers to Jep Dubose on a third 
down and four was a key play in 
the scoring march, while the touch- 
down came when Bowers kept on a 
sweep around the left side and out- 
raced the Straughn defense 35 
yards into the endzone.

JPO receives clean audit report

A recent audit of the Coffee 
County Juvenile Probation Office 
revealed that everything was in 
order and received good marks 
from the Alabama Department of 
Public Accounts 

The audit for the period of 
August 1998 through July 1999 
was a follow-up to the previous 

audit performed in October 1998 
for the period of January 1995 
through July 1998, That audit 
revealed a net shortage in deposits 
of $1,550.96 

In the formal audit report for 
1995-98, it was noted that manual 
receipt books were missing from 
the Enterprise office, invoices were 
not paid in a timely manner, sloppy 
record keeping on vehicle usage 
and maintenance, there was no con- 
sistent method of reimbursement on 
cell phone usage whether for per- 
sonal or business reasons and in 
some instances, travel expenses 
were improperly charged. 

Since that audit, Gary Watson has 
been named Chief Probation Offi- 
cer and was given the responsibility 
of instituting changes in record 
maintenance recommended by state 
auditors 

District Judge Steve Blair, who is 
charged with the responsibility of 
overseeing the JPO, commended 
Watson and other staff members for 
a job well done. 

“Gary and his staff did a wonder- 
ful job in implementing the recom- 
mendations and were excellent in 
assuring the accuracy in document- 
ing the accounting and expenditures 
of the office.” said Judge Blair. 

It is the responsibility of the 
Chief Probation Officer to see that 
accurate records of the receipt of 
funds and their disbursements are 
properly maintained by the JPO 
staff. Watson noted that all expendi- 
tures of the office have to be

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Not only were both Blair and 
Watson elated with the clean bill of 
health, but they were proud of the 
accomplishments during the past 
year. There have been several capi- 
tal improvements made to the 
offices since moving into the new 
Enterprise Courthouse. 

Good bookkeeping and fund 
management has allowed the 
expenditure of almost $17,000 for 
office furniture, a television and 
VCR (audio-visual aids) for the 
conference room, newer computers, 
and a copy machine, Additional 
purchases - new fax machine and 
an additional computer- are in the 
works according to Watson. 

Judge Blair noted that not only 
has the good record keeping added 
a higher degree of professionalism 
to the office, but the physical sur- 
roundings have been a plus too, 

An annual audit has been 
requested by Judge Blair and he 
said, “I intend to provide the media 
with a copy of each audit report.” 


We now have and intend to keep

Their suggestions have been ver 
helpful in preventing problems now 
and in the future, and we will con 
tinue to call upon their expertise 

Watson pointed out that all 
records of expenditures of the Juve 
nile Probation Fund were account 
ed for and available for this audit 
There was no disparity between 
receipts and deposits. All monies 
were accounted for 

He also noted that all invoices 
received by the office were paid in 
a timely fashion and the Juvenile 
Probation Fund has maintained a 
positive balance 

Both Judge Blair and Watson 
commented that department vehi 
cles’ expenses and maintenance 
records are in much better order as 
are cellular phone usage and travel 
expense records 

“We have taken steps to ensure 
that nothing like that will ever hap 
pen again - at least in this office.” 
said Blair. 

As a result of last October's 
audit, Eva McGrath, chief juvenile 
probation officer at the time, was 
demoted to a juvenile probation 
officer and later terminated trom 
that position, 

Officials neither confirmed nor 
denied that MeGrath’s demotion 
and later termination was connected 
to the audit report. She has since 
filed a wrongful termination lawsuit 
against Coffee County, 

The county's attorney has asked 
for a declaratory judgment from the 
courts as to whether or not it can be 
held liable for MeGrath’s termina- 
tion. The District Judge oversees 
the Juvenile Probation Office and 
he hires, fires and supervises juve 
nile probation officers. The case has 
been assigned to a judge outside the 
12th Judicial Circuit, and no ruling 
has been made as yet.

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TRACTOR-TRAILER MISHAP KILLS ONE...A one-vehicle wreck on AL Hwy. 134 in the Ino Community 
took the life of the driver and lone occupant. The accident occurred early last Friday morning. 

Killed was Joseph Mark Roberts, 56, of Semmes, Ala. Roberts was the driver of a tractor-trailer loaded with steel 
pipe bound for Utility Trailers in Enterprise. The load had departed O'neal Steel located in Mobile, Ala. 
According to a witness, the mishap occurred at approximately 6:10 a.m. about two miles west of the AL Hwy. 87 
and AL Hwy. 134 intersection in South Coffee County. 
The vehicle apparently left the roadway and overturned with the driver being pinned in the cab of the tractor. Sev 
eral pieces of the steel broke free but most of the load stayed in tact. 
It took only a short time for the driver to be removed from the wreck after heavy duty wreckers arrived on the 
scene: however, it was several hours before the tractor-trailer was up righted and removed from the scene. 

Roberts was pronounced dead at the scene by Coffee County Coroner Marvin McelILwain. 

Phe body was taken from the scene of the accident by the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences to Dothan 
where an autopsy was performed to determine the cause of death. 
Assisting Alabama State Trooper J. R. Ward at the scene of the accident were units from the Coffee County Sher- 
iff’s Department, Opp Rescue, Coffee County EMS, Ino, Goodman and Elba Fire Departments. 

Joining the Troopers in their investigation were the District Attorney's Office and Alabama Department of Trans- 


portation Traffic Safety Division.
